Economionl Menu for a Bavory Summer
Dinner,

An economical way of making good boulllon
Is by using anything left over, in the way of
meat, which can be of no more use for the
table, am long as it Is still fresh and good,
The bones coming from the romst beof, the
giblets from the poultry or the carcass of any
bird, When 1 say giblets 1 mean not only
the glazard and liver, but also the feet of
chicken and turkey (the feet of other fowls
lke goose and duck gre not good), the necks
and head (the heads of duck and goose ¢x-
cepted) and the small last joints of the
wings. The feet are very gelutinous, and add
greatly to the quality of the boulllon. They
are covered with scales, which are easily
soraped off after plunging the feet for two
or three minutes in bolling water, or putiing
them for an instant on red hot coals, When
the olaws are eut off they are clean and
ready for the pot,

The galls should be carefully removed
from the livers, without bursting, for the
liquor contalued luslde is s0 bitter that it
spolls anything with which It ¢comes In con-
tact, If the llver Is spotted ut the place
from which the gall has been removed cut
out the spotted part. Cut open the gizzards,
ramovo the bag eof sand contmined inside
and wash them. B8inge the neck and wings
and plunge the head in bolling waler so the
feathers will gome off easily, Cut off the
backs and wash carefully Inside the mouth,
